diagnosis report for the last 
■cbool year. 

Of all eampuB accidents re- 
ported, about three out of five 
injuries among students occurred 
in athletic activltlea. For male 
Btudeau, the proportion was 
about two out of three; fdl^ wo- 
men Btttdenta, nbont one, out of 
three. 



MALE STUDENTS were In- 
jured i)rinr!pallj- in varsity 
sports. Tbe three most common 
(In order) were football, basket- 
ball and baseball. 

Women students were injared 
most often tn baseball^ awtni- 
mlng and volleyball. 

Of the non-atbletic injuries, 
the principal locations were dor- 
mitories, laboratories and mls- 
cellaneouB areas outside of 
buildings.

LO(ML TELEVISION isn't completely devoid of 
intellectual excitemQnt. The Topeka station de- 
votes one hour a week to programs that genuinely 
stiniulate the Imaglnatidl^ ^ number of other 
worthy illustrated leotutpes course, keep us 

informed about contemporary problems, hut onl^ 
"Look Up and Live" and "Camera Three" from 
9 : 30 to 10 : 30 on Sunday mornings demand creative 
partipipation rather than merely a passive re- 
sponse. 

"Look Up «nd Live" needs especially to be dis- 
tinguishCHl fivm piatttodinoos wmA propagandlstic 
religious proiprams. It Offers neither r^Tlval ora- 
tory nor cheerful consolation. Its tastefully pro- 
duced and dramatically staged programs are de- 
signed to shake rather than soothe the com- 
placent. 

SSraCIAMiY notable recently was a dramatic 
reading of thoughta of the influenttal Danish 
theologian Kierkegaard. Nai^ week's program |^ 
sents the second part of a Study the strain 

sickness called asceticism. 

"Camera Three's" offerings are more varied and 
less •predictable. An outstanding program last 
month offered us an opportunitgr to see and hear 
three celebrated writers who lived through the 
Twenties — Anita Loos, Katharine Anne Porter, and 
Glen way Wescott — reveal much about themselves 
while talking about their great friend, the French 
novelist Colette. 



AHO^HEB showed scenes from Arnold Wesker's 
provo«itivc new play "Chips with Everything." 
Last week's showed examples of tiie creative use 
of the motion picture as a visual art. Such unique 
reinforcements are especially needed in places 
like this that are severely handicapped by a lack 
of cultural resouroes. 

' Should there be more such progfams? Unlike 
some critics of television, I doubt it, A^hat many 
fail to realize is that intellectual development re- 
quires time for contemplation. If we were deluged 
with programs aimed at stretching our minds, we 
would soon view them as mindlessly as the deluge 
of oommereial noise designed to anesthetlse our 
ortti<ml faculties. Television must remain pri- 
marily entertainment. I am not impressed by much 
of the "Educational TV" I have endured. 

WE I>0 NOT need more intellectual programs 
so much as we need more thought and discussion 
of those presently avirtlable. They do their work 
best when they serve as springboards for an ex- 
ohmge of ideas about 4nib|e<sle less gfuM^ ^n 
gridiron glory and local parking. 

T do object to the airing of these two programs 
one after another at an inconvenient hour. Clearly 
they are offered only as a grudging token gesture 
to "culture." They should be shown late on differ- 
ent evenings when they oouM provide active stu- 
dents and teachers with a challenge to a new day's 
thinking. The surest measure of a community's 
respect for intellectual life is the faculties it pro- 
vides for its development. ' ^

(Michigan) may also be in that category 
under its new constitution. A number of 
other states haTe more limited legMatton 
dealing with schools. Eleven states have 
by statute prohibited dlscvlmlnatlon in a 
snbstanttal portion of the general hous- 
ing market (Alaska, Calltonila, Colorado. 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 
OrSgon and Penosylvaiila) and a VwotfOi 
(Michieran) appears to have done so by 
a constitutional provision. A number of 
states liave more limited statutes apply- 
ing to public and publicly assisted hona- 
Ing. Thirty states, including Kansas, and 
the District of Columbia have prohibited 
dtscrimlnatioB tn places of public accom- 
modation (Alaska, California.

IT IS MAINTAINED that the operation 
of these statutes represents decided pro- 
gress in dealing wim problems of dia- 
crimination.

Mnoh this has been based ' 
upon a sincere belief that the solutitHi to 
the minority group problem lies primarily 
in the realm of ellucatlon and moral 
suasion rather than by s(atiite. 

A typical representative statement of 
this viewpoint is provided by the then 
President Eisenhower, speaking in 19 59: 
"I happen to be one of those people who 
has very little faith in the ability of 
atntntory law to change the linman heart 
or to eliminate prejudice." 

CITATION of this characteristic Eisen- 
hower utatement la not meant to cast 
aspersion upon his Intelligence or mo- 
tives, tor it ts recognised that similar 
▼iewB are widely held. However, accept^ 
anoe of this viewpoint would seem to 
take the minority group prohtom kUTgrtF 
out of the political arena.

According to basic ecological 
laws, wjhen an organism finda 
itself in a 'hostile' environment, 
it can do one of thrf^e things:

The result is a problem that is 
of grt'at concern to many Negroes 
and whites. Few people believe 
ti the problem will correct itself It 
left alone.

This 
action may or may not solve oar 
problems, but apparently it la 
worth trying. 

I WILL NOT deny that anyone

to fulfill their sense of duty, I 
Often feel they are a bit careless 
in choosing their weapons and 
ammunition.

The 
Collegian managed to spread the 
amell of this issue over most of 
tills area (the Collegian is wide- 
ly read by the natives of this 
area); hut what good came of 
ft. Can Dr. Delon Hampton now 
walk back into the same shop 
and get his hair cut? If so tell 
ns BO we can sing the praises. 

What did result from the fol- 
lowing verbal battle was a gen- 
eral slandwing of all the bar- 
bers in Manhattan, including 
those in AggievtUe who did not 
deserve it.

area has always been to cut 
Negro's hair, just like the 
whites. He only refuses service 
to any customer on the grounds 
that he is too filthy dirty to 
allow in the chair, and that he 
haa refused ewully as many 
wiiitea as hlatdca for this reason. 

WE msCl'SSKD the problem 
that exists downtown, this Ag> 
gieville shop owner having dtft- 
cussed it with many of the bar* 
bers there. Whether you like it 
or not, the inhabitanta of oar 
scenic South end have a reputa- 
tion for being generally filthy 
dirty, be these residents white 
& bl^\ aj|d it Itttt so . happens 
than most of the residents In 
that area are black. Much like 
a few juvenile delinquents have 
rained the reputatlen. M e«r 
teenafiors, no havo a few dirty 
Negroes ruined the reputation of 
the rest. 

I conclude that in Aggievilto. 
the discrimination shown is none 
that all of us wouldn't make, 
based simply on cleanliness. The 
problem downtown Ib certainly 
more complex, but the barbers 
there can not be labelled racist 
and subsequently condemned.

riots. 

INFORMED sources here said 
acceptance of the plan would 
eliminate the, danger of a war 
between Greece and Turkey bvt 
would leave Cyprus' internal 
political issura unsolved. 

Continued communal fightinff 
has created the danger of mili- 
tary intervention by Greece and 
Turkey on opposing sides. 

The sources said Makarioa, 
leader of the Oreek Cypriot ma- 
jority, has relented on his Instst- 
ffice that the international force 
be under direct ooatrol of the 
UN Security Coimell, where 
R ussia has a veto . 

THE GIIBBK Oyprtot press 
thlB morning headlined the mreh- 
bishop's acceptance of the five- 
power resolution as a means of 
safeguarding the peace on this 
Mediterranean Island. 

Informed sources said Makar- 
ios, at the request of the United 
States, sent an urgent appeal to 
the RuBslans asking them not to 
veto the plan. The sources said 
it was- likely Roesta and €seoho- 
slovakia, the two Communist 
memben of the 11-nation coun- 
cil, would abstain In the vote 
wl Mt th e othe r nine approving.

Ed Beaman, R-Hoyt, 
chairman of the committee, said 
that in the past Missouri had 
avoided the turnpike concept and 
stressed toll-free Interstate high- 
ways. He said Kansas would not 
want to build another turnpike 
which might have to compete 
with a .parallel expressway on 
the Missouri side of the border.

He SQggested that part of the 

path problem could probably be 
-solved by widening existing side- 
walks. 

"This sidewalk north of Ander- 
son hall definitely needs to be 
widened about six feet," he said. 

Gingrich suggested that if the 
enrollment doubles' in the next 
ten years, as it Is expected to, 
vehicular traffic will probably 
have to be banned from the 
campus and the streets used for 
pedestrians. 

He reported that next year's 
^ludget is now being planned but 

he always receives twice as many 
proposals as he has funds for. 

WITH THIS in view, extensive 
sidewalk constraetlon teenu a 
little distant. 

In his opinion, the problem 
eould be solved now it the stu- 
dents would take the responsi- 
bility which he feels is their 's. 

"At Oregon State tiiere are no

A $5 vehicle fee for use of all 

state park facilities will go into 
effect March IS, according to 
Verne Hart, superintendent of 
Tuttle Creek State Park. 

TUTTLE PUDDUC, operated 
-by the Kansas Park and Re- 
sources Authority, Is Included in 
the areas wbteb wItt Miqiilve the 

user's permit. 

Kansas residents may pur- 
chase a yearly permit for $5 or 
a three-day permit for |1. Swim- 
ming beaches, bathtaouses, camp- 
ing facilities and boat ramps are 
included in this rveeat Jurisdic- 
tion by the Kansas legislature. 

"ALL CiUtS coming into the 
park where the occupants will 
use the facilities will have to 
have a permit," said Hart. He 
said the sticker is not required 
for sightseers. The permit al- 
lows the occupants of the car the 
tue of all the facilities In any 
Kansas sute park. 

Hart said there are areas at 
Tuttle where persons may camp 
and picnic which are not oper- 
ated by the Park and Resources 
Authority and do not require a 
vehicle permit. 

THfi BIV£B POND Area Is 
where R4itate students often go 

to take advantage of the beach 
facilities. This area requires a 
permit and strict enforcement of 
the permit will bei^n AVftU. 1, 
according to Hart. 

Revenue from the permits will 
go into a fund for park main- 
tenance and operation, said Hart.

COMPARING the problem of 
maintenance of the two kinds of 
lights, Gingrich reported that 
only one of the mercury vapor 
lamps had been replaced In the 
last two or three years. 

"The incandescent lights have 
to be replaced according to how 
many air guns people have on 
campus." Gingrich said. 

THE MODERNIZATION of 
campus lighting began when 
mercury vapor lamps were in- 
stalled in front of the Union 
after It was comptoted. The In- 
candescent lights th troat o( the 
Field House were the first ones 
to be roplaeed.

"4LTHOIJOH 80-90 per cent 
of tk« presont electrical power 
comes front the University 
power plant, decision has been 
made that' tkto iritfTarsttsr tl«e- 
trical generation won't be ex- 
panded," said Randotpk Olng- 
rich, physical plant administra- 
tor. 

All supplementary power not 
produced by the power plant 
will be purchased from Kansas 
Power ft Light (KPAL). 

KPAL has agreed to establish 
two main substations on cam- 
pus — one being in West Stadium 
parking lot [ and the other one 
yet to be Inf tailed on the north 
end of campus.' 

"THESE transformers will be 
tied together with 34,600 KVA 
lines to guarantee us with con- 
stant service," said Gingrich, 
"and they wlU be able to operate 
sepamtaly or as a vnit as the 
need nuiy dictate." 

Basement for the plots was 
ictven' to KPiiL ky die Board of 
Regents. In addition to this, 
$200,000 from tke Educational 
Building Fund has been granted 
by the state legislature to estab- 
lish permiter circuits 'around 
the campus that will be con- 
nected by 12,600 KVA lines to 
the main sabstatlons. 

"EVEXTUALIiY we will have 
these circuits servicing different 
building ofnplexes," stated 
Gingrich. 

"The transformers will be 
load tap changers/' said Nor- 
man Jacttson, division svpenrtoor 
of KP&L. 

"This means when the load 
increases pulling voltage down, 
or Tiee-versa, the tap changer 
will modify it to a specific level 
IttsurInK a constant level of 
operation."

Watch for Ticket Scalpers; 
Sell-Out Crowds Easy Prey

An illegal practice not unoommoti at 

large amusement or athletic evieattr is the 

scalping of admission tickets. 

T1€KKT »('ALPI?fO refers to the resale of 
"tickets, often at an exorbitant price. This 
usually occurs only wben the regular tick- 
ets have been MUl-otrt. 

The mere act of aelllng the tickits fin- 
quick ftvofit ii not in itaielf illegal. In fact, 
the constitution guarantees protection 
from undue restraint of trade. The illegal- 
ity of ticket scalping exists in the sellers' 
failure to comply with federal excise tax 
regulations. 

»t BYAUIW the tax which is levied 
such sales, the seller commits a fsfierti of- 
fense which is punishable by eitter a heavy;, 
fine, iQiprisonment or both. 

Apprehension of scalpers is very difficult, 
and is usually accomplished by direct con- 
tact with the offenders. Ticket scalpers, 
were arrested by Kansas City police officers 
several years ago for peddling tickets at 
the city auditoriwn. PcMing as prospective 
buyers, the officers transacted a sale with 
the sellers and iinnied lately arrested them. 
They were convicted and fined heavily for 
the offense, 

iiocai ordinaaoes may also prohibit the 
resale of tickets unless the seller obtains 
a license from the city. However, since 
the Rca!i)pr usually fails to qualify under 
the ctliiciil standards set forth in the ordi- 
nance, he will frequently choose to operate 
wItiMut a UeeBSS. Pbilure to obtain a sell- 
ing license is a misdemeanor and subject 
to a less severe penalty than a felony. 

ABfY SCALPER who remains aware of the 
laws against his enterprise will be more 
subtle in inducing a transaction. Rather 
than broadcast his offer to a large crowd, 
he will lure the unhappy fan intir^a secluded 
comer for the sale. If the particular event 
is enticing enough, the scalper will walk 
away with a cosy profit of perhaps 500 to 
1000 per cent above the original cost. 

With the NCAA basketball regionals at 
Wichita next week, it is highly probable 



that the scalpers vflU be back In employ- 
ment. 

Many of them fall into a professional 
category with carefully planned methods of 
peddling their unlawful wares, but there 
are also many individuals who wUl unwit- 
tingly sell OMlr tieksts for pmOm^B a smUkU, 
but tempting profit. 

Ignorance of the law however, is no de»< 
fense in court, aud anyone who is caught 
scalping can expect to be prosecuted.— dl

IT IS SCMfBTOfm urged tli«t Itgts- 

latlon is powerless to counter folk- 
ways or mores. This viewpoint would 
tend to. ralalmlte the impartwwe ol 
legal Banctions and assign to law a 
secondary role In the abolition of 
ureftidtelal attltndee, Thla poiitlon 
seems to have been siven formal 
impetus and respectability primarily 
by the sociologist, William Graham 
Sumner, whose posHlon. lu etnted at 
the turn of the rf^iitiiry, was that, 
"acts of legislation come out ol 
mores. " Time, acoordlng to Sumner, 
thnrc! is a natural evolution from 
custom to law. He said, "mores . . . 
build up new tawi and police regula- 
tl(«8 la time." Lsw. tbwetom, vae 
regarded as a "sort of crystalllxatlon 
or precipitation of . . . more*." 

SamMT'e viewpoint mmoemlsK law 
rad Ita capability of affecting preju- 
dice ie still widespread. Evidence la 
the fact that It Is not nnusnal tn the 
middle of the 20th century to find 
In scholarly publications such 8t«te- 



ments as: "Racial prejudice is, unlike 
the feeling toward political states, 
relatively Independent of formal and 
official action. It is a matter of 
mores and not of laws." Likewise, 
Ch«fle» Mangum'8 excellent study, 
"The Legal Status of the Negro," 
concludes on the unlikely note; "It is 
not b^tored that leSlslatton, either'' 
state or federal. Is the remedy . . . 
Every such attempt that has been 
made has resulted tn utter failure, 
and any turner effort would be met 
by the same wall of suhterfuge and 
prejudice that rang the kneel of its 
preieoesiors,*' Not only is this state- 
ment hlstorleally Inaccurate, but it 
obviously rests upon the assumption 
that, "you %annot legislate against 
prejudice." It might also be pointed 
out that basically the same philosophy 
was adopted and followed for a con- 
siderable period of time by our courts. 

IT CAN HARDLY be denied that the 
extent of prejudice (Abd discrimina- 
tion) does seetB to vary getMCmphleally 
and to follow mores. But this fact 
doM not justify the conclusion which 
Is often made beeause of It. 

It is nntnA tlurt law does not affoet 
mores. 

An/ number of studies indicate that 
legislation, at least In part, helps to 
eireate mores. For mni^e, Carey 



Mf Williams has found that antt- 
Oriental prejudice In California be- 
came a part of the mores of the peo- 
ple of that state in large part because 
of Incessant propaganda and agita- 
tion for the enactment of Tarlous re- 
strictive legislative proposals - spon- 
sored by mining interest groups. Be- 
fore that, there was little or no anti- 
pathy toward Orientals; they -were not 
only tolerated, but were generally 
liked and admired. 

urn BXSUBKAm point Is that 
legislation does more than mirror 
mores or folkways. Therefore, in 
answer to the. first objection posed, 
against civil rights legislation, it Is 
pointed out that to regard all law as 
merely an outgrowth of mores is .to 
Ignore reality and what is known, 
about the legislative process. The 
characteristic jfeature of most legisla- ^ 
tlon has been the extent to which lawV<<^ 
has been used by groups to advance, 
their own interests. Groups oI all 
kinds use all of the devices of com-, 
munications to create public senti- 
ment which favors their cause. There- 
fore, legislation is more realistically 
viewed not only us precipitation of 
Mores, but also as an active manipula- 
tion of mores to achieve purposes 
which fiad no sanction la the mores 
tlbttnaslves.

But money is needed heve, not discussion.

SQine 
fitraight-back chairs set in unfilled spaces, 

is modest for this size university. 

T H E AriHT(»KirM is inadequately 
heated and ventilated. The curtains are full 
of holes.

Methods to Overcome Sloppiness

WASHINGTON (UPI)— Many office workers 
have trouble keeping their desks neat. This prob- 
lem. I regret to say, includes the newspaper busi- 
ness. 

A recent Issue of Edltor-PubUriiw, a trade pub- 
lication, carried an item about a Oharlaston, W.Va., 
columnist who imdertookya desk^^liiitag in eem- 
pliance with a **TUak Ifeat-* esisptllsn instituted 
by the front office. 

Digging into the pile of rubble on his desk, he 
unearthed such items as an alligator belt, an 1883 
telephone directory, a paper fla^ and four Japanese 
firecnuikers. 

THIS 18 about par for the course. Occasionally, 
the lower layers of litter will contain valuable arti- 
facts of an earlier ciriUiatien. But modt of the 
stuff has little If any archaeological or geological 
significance. I have found that keeping one's desk 
neat Is largely a matter of will power. If a person 
really makes up his mind to do it, he can break the 
sloppiness habit. - -^- --r^^^ 

"With me, neatness is the first law of self-preser- 
vation. Had I hot conquered sloppiness. I would 
long ago have been enton^ied under a pyramid of 
old campaign speeches anA post-master appoint- 
ments. 

THERE ARE several ways to go about overcom- 
ing sloppiness. One is the buddy system. You find 



a friend who also is trying to stop cluttering his 

desk. Then you give each other moral support. 

Or you can adopt the system I use, which is 

known as "compartmentalized cluttering." You 

take the mess on your desk and break it down into 

component parts, thus forming an organized 
jumble. 

For example, I have one category of clutter that 
is labelod, "Oh, the Wonder of It All." In it I kee# 
material of an inspirational nature haviag to dp 
with the betterment of mankind. 

A RANIIOJK sample is a press release from the 
Acme Juicer Co. of Lemoyne, Pa. It reports that 
bartenders are being encouraged to make cock- 
tails more nourishing by mixing tliem with cran^ 
berry, spinach and celery Juice. On second reading, 
I can see I should have put that in-' the catsgery 
called "Short Cuts to Nowhere." If there is any- 
thing I can't stand, It's a healthy drunk. 

Another category is labeled "The Losing of the 
West." In it I put material relating to the last 
frontier, such as an announcement that "federal j 
brucellosis regulations are being amended to re- 
strict interstate movement of bison better known 
as buffalo.*' 

APFABENTIiT, this requires updating the lyrics 
of "Home on the Range.'* Now you sing, "Oh give 
me a home where the buffalo can't roam without 
a permit from the U.S. Department of Agriculture." 



Law Helps Create Conditions of Opinion

If legislHtion can produce 
preittdice, or contribute subsUn- 
kUMf to It, then tlie qne«tton 
logically ariaeH: Can leglHlaMoii 
eliuUiuU$ prejudice? An aasaiiii;^ 
tton ihmlt tk« annrer to this (itie»- 
tloii is "no" leads to a second 
objection to civil right legisla^ 
tton— r4 beltsi 41i»t raoh 1«ttoia- 
tloa tolls to iiffect prejudice, the 
basic idnuse of discrimination. 

IT HUOVIjU be acknowledgei 
that It ' is not the primary pur- 
pose of cWit rights statutes to 
ol till inn te prejudice; hardly a 
statute mentions the word. Ctvil 
rights statutes are aimed at dis- 
critiiiiiation. Much of the uii»- 
uudemtandiag tbat surr^uiwla 
tlie probl#ni and leiids to'objee- 
ttons such ae this one Mem s to 
stem from a contiw4oa3|«tween 
the meanings' of * * d l sdr lm' ta»- 
tion" and "prejudirp." Dia- 
eriininatlon is overt human be- 
havior of a public nature. Prej- 
udice is an attitude, an anti- 
pathy or a 'state of mind. It la 
probably true that no- law cao 
<)onipl^ely er«di.cate attitude^ 
whfeh cause paitieitlar aoCa; this 
would be aslciog too much. For 
'^^umple. laws evidently hare not 



eliminated the desires and at- 
titudes which cause rape, mur- 
der, drunkenness, traffic Ttola* 
tiona. etc. Nevertheless, this 
would hardly be considered to be 
a ralld argument against the en> 
actment of laws eonoernlng 
these offenses. Likewise, re- 
HpouBlbk^ proponents do not 
argue that ^ItU rights statutes 
will eomiiletefy eliminate prej- 
udicial att^tudeH. However, just 
because laws do not completely 
eliminate them is hardly a Vfilid 
argument against their enaet- 
ment. 

SOCIAL 8CIBNTI8TS do know 

that civil rights legislation m\h 
stantlaUy dect:eases discrimlna^ 
tory acts. Furthermore, It is 
argued that the redsction of dis- 
crintiuation thereby reduces prej- 
iidiolal attitudes. For example, 
Robert Maclver. In his book. 
"The More Perfect Union." has 
pointed out that if law is power- 
Icfs to «ciatrol prejudice which 
grra rise to dlscrtmlnation, then 
the inference must cut both 
#ay8. It applies not ooty to 
sQitutel tHaf re)bet dtserftailna- 
ttcm. but alHo to those that en- 
foree It. Furthermore, Maclver 
argues that If law **mak«s dte- 
crimination a social institution it 
is indirectly indoctrinating peo~ 
pie into prejudice" because peo- 
pie "generally accommodate 
themselves to the institutional 
system in which they are brousl^t 
Within it th«ir habits are 



formed and their attitudes de- 
veloped." Even if it is assumed 
that law dfies not have a direct 
influence over prejudicial atti- 
tudes, it can strengthen or 
weaken the conditloBS' uader 
which prejudice develops. Law 
helps to create the conditions 
under which opinions and atti- 

chan^. 

It is pointed out that all dis- 
criminatory acts do not result 
from prejudicial attitudes. Isi- 
dore Chien, for example, em- 
phasises that prejudice is not "a 
il9|le homageaeouB and monf»- 
little entity." It varies in terms 
of objects against which directed 
and also in kind. Chien says 
that, "Much prejudicial behavior 
(sic, discrimination) does not 
stem from prejudicial attitudes 
or motives, nor even faulty In* 
formation, but rather from the 
need to conform to prevailing 
social norms or from simple 
inertia/' He calls this the "con- 
formity dimension" and argues 
that, "It ia only against such a 
leslslative baekcroand that one 
can hope to create, by educa- 
tional measure, new social 
norms." 

A THIRD OBJECTTION against 
civil rights statutes also merits 
brief menttott. By aaaaming that 
legislation is powerless to affect 
prejudice, it is sometimes con- 
cluded that civil rights sUtutes 
are ineffactgu^ hfca^w Vfi|ji4lM 



can only be removed by "educa- 
tional" measures. This position 
makes a false distinction be- 
tween legislation and education; 

the two are not necessarily con- 
flicting concepts. It has long 
been acknowledged that law also 
serves an educational purpose. 
AS WIU Maslow has pointed out, 
"The enactment of a law is often 
the signal for a reappraisal of 
past thinking and past behavior, 
and the replacement of attitudes 
and conduct based on unthink- 
ing conformance to outmoded 
patterns." While there is ad- 
mittedly an element of truth In 
the position that law is related 
to the attitudes and patterns of 
behavior In a community, there 
also seems to be an element of 
trutb In the position that law 
helps to form attitudes and pat- 
terns of behavior. There is no 
necessary conflict here. There- 
fore, it is not improper to say 
that law also performs an educa- 
tional function, if it is meant 
that law causes a rethinking and 
replacement of attitudes and be- 
havioral patterns in confmnitty 
to official public morality. 

Fourth, it Is also sometimes 
concluded that because civil 
rights statutes are difficult to 
evfovM. tbelr eaaetineiit does 
more harm than good. It is dif- 
fteult to treat this propositioa as 
an objection to etvU rishts 
atatntes. Rather, tl is aa-iAlM- 



tton against their administra- 
tion. Yet, the argument that civil 
rights statutes do not "work" 
is not based upon evidence. 
There has never been any kind 
of law which' has completel fC«^: 
eliminated the evU agalmnP* 
vM&k it: Was directed. Jtut; 
agalQ, this is not a valid objec- 
tion against the enactment of 
civil rights laws. The fact of the 
matter is that these lai^s have 
"worked" in the sense that they 
have substantially decreased the 
incidence of discrimination and 
their operatloB lias not resulted 
In the dire oonseQuences which 
have sometimes been forecast 
when they were first considered. 

IT HAS BKRX the puriiose of 
this paper to investigate some of 
the assumptions implicit in the 
position that, "you cannot legis- 
late against prejudice." It is 
felt by the writer that legisla- 
tion is a useful and viable tool to 
substantially decrease discrimi- 
natton, and under certain elrenm- 
stances, to indirectly reshape 
prejudicial attitudes. No claim 
has been made that l^citlation is 
the only means to accompllsb 
these purposes. No mauy-faceted 
problem with multiple causative 
factors and witb roots deep iiigit 
history can be solved by a single 
mode of action. However, it is 
clear to the writer that one of 
tliaaa api^vackea a^Ud ba legia- 
lattve.

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Congressmen Face Painful Task 
Voting Themselves $10,000 Raise ^ 



WASHIMOTOS (UPI)*^ signs indicate that 
members of Congress are gettliig ready to V0to 
themselves a $10,000-a-year pay increase. 

As they go about preparing for this painful 
ordeal, 1 would like for them to know that they 
have my full sympathy and understanding. 

Next to voting to declare war on somebody, 
voting themselves a yagr raise is probably the 
most wKrachlng dmy Hiat congressmen are caQed 
upon to perform. 

THEY APPItOACH the task gingerly, as though 
waltzing on egg shells. Reluctance is etched in 
the lines of their faces. Plainly, it is not some- 
thing they want to do. M sooa^r or later they 
must fiaoS' tlie monaat of teitfL 

Each membeir^ afftiag aeeovding to tilM dleMMi 
of his own conscience, or pocketbook, wUl httpe- 
to stand up and be counted — get the thing through 
by voice vote. Actually, in my view at least, the 
pay of a congressman is not as important as his 
pefqoisites. Or. to use a more famUiiur term, the 
fringe benefits. 

ONE OF THE MOSV icholarly dissertations on 
congressional perquisites that I have seen was 
composed by Rep. Otis G. Pike, D-N.Y., who was 
startled to find upon arriving at the Capitol that 
he was entitled to a free cuspidor every year. 



"In addition to the cuspidors, which make nice 
flowerpots for us effete youngsters who don't chew, 
we are presented at the start of each Congress 
with one comb and one hairorush," Pike reported. 
"Such are the glorious traditions of our Republic 
that this pres^tatisin Is made without regard to 
the questloii of whether the member possesses any 
hair." 

HE ALSO observed that a law-giver can annually 
avail himself of a footlocker, a throw-back to the 
days when congressmen at the end of the session 
sent their belongings home by stagecoach, 

"Those who have been here as long as the 
chalmaii ot.my committee could buUd a pretty 
good^^lMd: wall wl& alt the trunks he's eittftM 
Pike commented. "I get haircuts for only 7B 
oents in the House barbershop," he continued. 
"They are subsidized. The meals in the House 
cafeteria are at cost, which makes them very rea-, 
sonable. 

^W^N you're a senator, you have a pool to 
swim In. The House of Bapresentatlves hasn't a 
pool, but they're building a new building to correct 
this obvious oversight." I suppose that many mem- 
bers of Congress would resent my move to deprive 
them of these perquisites. In Pike's case, this 
would be known as Pike's Pique. 



Shaken Europe Will Find Unity 
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The recent steps of He Gaulle's foreign and 
tfoiiieHliu poiicy leads to tbe question: "Has De 
OauUe deatroyed BvrapeRii tuiUjr?" De Oaulle de- 
veloiied the French atom bomb and introduced the 
formula of "liiiEope for tbe fatberlwids," 1^ re- 
fusing Btnglsiid'a eiitr«iie« into the Commoa Mat^ 
ket and by recently Mknowiedging Red China. He 
la now looked upon as the big trouble maker. 
Well, let's deal a Uttle more exactly with his 
•eUona to NOation to tbe altttatton In Bnfope. 

I. THK .VTOMIO BOMB: After World War II, 
wboa it became clear to England that she would 
have to give uu her eolonles. she wanted to re< 
cone lie this loss of power by transfoHnlng honelt 
Into an atomic uower. As an ally of the United 
Stales in World War 11 abe could count on amtport 
twm the U.S. So she lot ker atom bomb. 

When France began to dissolve her eolonlal em- 
pire Hlw started to do the same without support 
of the United States. Why must France have her 
atom bomb? Why did Bngtaad have to have her 
atom bomb, which gave her a considerable political 
independence in relation to the other Kuropeans? 
As an anawer to this questtoa. a bad feeling con- 
oerniiig the traditional English policy in Europe 
arose from this policy which may be defined as: 
"When there should be trouble In Europe, let's at 
l«ut play tlhe arbitrator." 

a. EUBOPKAX TNITY: The base for a political 
unUictition in Europe is a very different from the 
U,S. Thore are dtfterencee in language, historical 
and cultural tradition, social structure and also to 
the character of tbe inhabitants. Under these 
conditions, tbe only realiatic way for a unity will 
be for the mooibara, bt respect to their different 
characters, to try and understand each other. 

Such a cooperation caannot be built only on 



political and economic prlaciplea; it is much more 
complicated. A change of generation w7ll perhaps 
also be necessary, because the present generation 
Is stUl too much eoacemed with reminisoencsa of 
the e^auti wUoh kmn j^afcon Bhirope to &eaa 
modem times. 

VnAer these aspaets. awie of De OaaUe's Tfews 
may appear more realistic, because there are not 
yet Earopeana in Europe, but Frenchmen, EnKlisb- 
men, Itaiiana, ate. 

S. iei|GL.\ND and the Common Market: When 
the CSdljUaon Market was started, England was 
asked to enter. She refused, because it seemed too 
risky for her. Tbe others dared it and It worked. 
Then England became interested and wanted to 
Join. This time, however, the others didn't accept, 
possibly becaaae of the prlvllaiaa Ba^antf waatad 
to have But, where tilwa la a will', Huna la a way 
— also for England. 

4. REOOGNrriOX of Red China: England, as 
far as I remember, has had diplomatic relations 

with Red China Hince about 1950. Has England 
again followed tbe principle mentioned above? 
Now France has done the same. Bat maybe the 
Soviet Union will now become more eaatloaa to 
her policy towards Western Europe. 

After all, I don't tbink that it is necessary, 
either lor Bngland or for France, to 1»eeoaie an 
atomic power, A polemic wave only against France 
is now not adequate. There will be a European 
nntftMttoa* a nnloa baaed «pob eqaal ^rttetpattoii 
of its members, but there will never be a Europe 
dominated by a sinsle country such as England or 
Fnuica.

He said the common mificoncep- 
tloa Is that tariffs are higher 
since the establishment of the 
Common Hsrltet. 

The truth, he said, is that 
tariffs, particularly those on raw 
materials from underdeveloped 
countries, have been lowered. 

However, tariffs must be 
lowered more, he said.

Lynn Burris, Jr., director of the Kansas 
Piirk Authority, has conservatively esti- 
mated that $170,000 revenue eoaM he 
reatlEed this year from the new fee. This 
is $170,000 that would not have to be ap- 
propriated from taxes for the maintenance 
of the parks.

Ailments of Students 
Often Psychosomatic

Approximately 12a cases of 
payehosomatie allmeota were 
diagnosed dnring lttl-6S by doc- 
tors at atutfeat Bealth, aceord- 
inc to a reoeat report. 

PSYrHOSOMATlO illnesses 
are physical disorders aggra- 
vated by the emotional proeetses 
of the individual. "I am sur- 
priiied at the many incidents of 
psychuHomatic complaints," said 
Dr. Hilbert Jubeit of Student 
Health. 

Twenty-three eases of ulcers 
also were diagnoMd during the 
sehool term. "Ulcers ean be at- 
tributed In some ways to emo- 
tional problems," Jubeit said, 
"but they are a pliysteal Illness 
and can't be exclusively associ- 
ated with psychosomatic ail- 
ments. 

STATIsnCB Indicate that an 
estimated 40,000 visits to Stu- 
dent Helath were made last year 
by K-State students. Many ail- 
ments reportedly were caused by 
emotional dlBturbances reaultinK 
from worries about tests, room- 
mate prohlema, homeileknem and 
finances. 

BusinesBmen take second iilace 
to students who suffer emotional 
problems, according to a recent 
survey by Sally Dickson Associ- 
ates of New York City. 

JUBRLT speculated that this 
may be due to the fact that stu- 
dents postpone problems and 
when problems recur, the stu- 
dent becomes upaet again. Busi- 
nessmen must fiake a decision 
the first time and will suffer 
emotional upsets only half as 
often as the student. 

"Students," Jubeit said, "often 
realize too lato that they aren't 
going to pass a course and be- 
come emotionally upset. Many 
persona are unhappy In college 
because they are here due to 
parental influence rather than 
personal desire." 

"Many students leave families 
and come far distances to K-State 
and find the environment totally 
different from that of home/' 
Jnbelt said. Roommates often 



vie for attention and results of 
this competition appear when 
students have symptoms such as 
fainting spells or severe head- 
aches. 

I'ABTICIPATION In Tlgorotts 
physical activities la one way 
Jubeit listed for release of emo- 
tions. "When the Individual be^ 
comes physically tired, he will 
sleep better and hto mental 
health wHl be improved," Jubeit 
Bfiid. 

Physical exercise prevents the 

student from lying awako at 
night thinking about an exam 
•ehedttled for the following day. 

"Students will notice better 
suits in class if they are well 
rested," Jubeit concluded.

(March 11-14, AU-Paith Chapel) is a notable triumph over 
obstacles which often defeat attempts to make aiuient 
Greek tragedy effective iu the modern theater. Director 
Dennis Denning, techntQal director Jack Rast, tlie staff 
and the oatt have succeeded beyond all expectation In pre* 
senttng the tragic vision of Buriptdes In terins whteh ttpvA 
to a modern audience' 

The Players have met the obvious challenges head-on 
and have succeeded in handling most of them. "Medea" 
is a tragedy of violent love and passionate hatred and of 
the terrible price fate exacts of those who dare to place 
▼tibenueli^s above llie common lot oC iMUBaBity. This 
■ theme, however, is embodied in a form suited to the tech- 
niques of the Greek theater: a performance In daylight 
by masked actors and a singing and dancing chorus be- 
fore an audience of thousands seated in a huge amphi- 
theater. 

TO TBANSIilTS the heart of the tragedy into the 
language of our theater, the Players have chosen to com- 
promise between the stylized acting technique of the 
classical Greek theater and tlie realistic conventions of 
our own day. The set is grim and severe; the music (com-

MORE IMPORTANT THAN individual honors is the 

prize at stake for the best team in the tourney, a trip to 
Kansas City to compete in the NCAA finals. This goal is 
probably uppermost in the minds of the four AU-Ameri- 
cans. 

An tutiele in the current tniue of "Sports IllustratiBd** 
Masasine picks Wicfhlta as tlM team most likely to repre- 
sent the Midwest in Kansas City. The Shockers are the 
host team and have been high in the national ratings all 
season. These two factors alone will make them the team 
to beat. 

CREIGHTON GETS the first chance to knock off the 
high flying Shockers. The Bluejays are loaded with 
muscle, having one of the top rehoundlng -teams in the 
nation. Silas, a 6-7 240-pound pivot man, is the top ii\- 
dividual rebounder in the country, averaging over 22 re- 
bounds per game. Forward Eldon McGriff is another 
tough man on the boards. The Shockers have a good 
shooting outfit and will probably edge past the Bluejays. 
Wichita will min spariipliig Bmle iioore aad may liot be 
in top torm for the CreightGa battle. If this is to he the 
case, look for a irandi of disappointed ticteet buyerft in the 
airplane city. 

Getting back closer to home, K-State will have to con- 
tend with ninth rated Texas Western. The Miners have 
defeated Wichita on the Shockers' home court earlier this 
season. Tbey have been bad news for 23 of 26 opponents 
this season and. speaking of Bad News. Barnes is aver- 
aging 30.2 points per game and .Is the nation's number 
four rebounder, averaging 20 per game in that department. 
Barnes almost individually wrecked Texas A&M in Mon- 
day's playoff game as he scored 42 points and pulled down 
19 rebounds. 

IF THE WILBCAT8 CAK contain Barnes, they should 
. be able to handle tlM MIftovs. Although this is no simple 
task it is ^ opinion here that K-State win br fli!e 

points. 

What would happen if K-State should meet Wichita in 
the regional finals? This is a good question. If the Shock- 
ers can solve their guard problem, if they can overcome 
their oftime carelessness on the court, and if they can 
get good performances from 6-10 Nate Bowman <and 6^ 
. Dave lieach in addition to Stallworth, th«y would be very 
difficult to beat. 

K-State has built up momentum In winning Its last 11 
games in a row and seems sharper every time it takes 
the court. The Cats are clicking on all five now and the 
concensus here is that K-State will upset the Missouri 
Valley champs and win the trip to Kansas City.

Panama, U,S. AAay End 
Panama Canal Dispute 



LQwyi^s Tt^n to Appeals

WASHINGTON — The United 
States and Panama were r6- 

IKirted TeiT near an agreement 
today to restore diplomatic rela- 
ttona antl bnen talks on tlia 
Panama Canal and other issues. 

AllIfOVNCEM£NT of the 
agreement could come today. 

However, diplomats said the 
understanding still could bog 
down at the lut moment. 

The agreement would call for 
restoring diplomatic relations, 
which Panama broke last Janu- 
ary, followed in 30 days by 
talks on U.S.-Panama issues. 

Tht'se talks, informed sources 
said, would be conducted by 
17.8. and Panamanian enalasarlM 
empowered to "discuss ftBd ne- 
gotiate" issues. 

A niRPUns over these two 
words — "discuss" and negoti- 
ate" — caused collapse of efforts 
tkat nearly resulted In an agree- 
ment between th« two eonntrlet 
Jan. 15. 

At that time, Panama wanted 
to "negotiate" hut the United 
States was Willing only to "dls- 
cttss" the }tOi Canal Zone 
treaty. 

Mediators of the Organisation 

of American States (OAS) were 
still working Thursday night on 
the detailed language of the 
latest proposed agreement. 

RIOTS broke out along the 
border between Panama and the 
U.S.-controlled Canal Zone Jan. 
9 over the Issue of whether the 
Panamanian flag could fly at a 
high school in the Canal Zone. 

Panama later oMered U.S. 
Embassy p«r8onuel ont ot the 
country. 

A five-member OAS team was 
appointed last month to investi- 
gate and mediate the dispute. 

THE MEDUTION team con- 
sisted ot representatives from 
Mexico, Brazil, Costa Rica, Para- 
guay, and Uraguay.

WASHnrOtONt— The House, 

heeding the old axiom that poli- 
ticians should never raise their 
pay in an flection year, luui 

rejected a salary boost for con- 
gressmen and 1.7 million other 
federal employes. 

Ona222 tol84 roll call vote, 
In which each member had to 
answer to his name, the House 
Thursday killed a pay raise bill 
that would have hiked the sal- 
ary of a member of Congress 
from 122,500 to $32,500 a year 
and added |545 million to the 
govemment'a |13 bllllpn yearly 
payroll. 

THB VOTB against the pay 

raise bill was a stunning victory 
for the House economy bloc, but 
even the- strongest opponents of 
the measure did not claim that 
their arguments turned the trick. 

The bill was killed because 
the House agreed to face the 
issue on a roll call vote. 

On the <ihowdown, a majority 
of the members refused to go on 
record in an election year in 
favor ot a 45 per cent Increase 
for themselves when the federal 
hudt^ct deficit is $10 billion. 

Up to that point, the bill had 
survived repeated attacks during 
nonrecord votes. 

THR UPHET was engineered 
by Rep. H. R. Gross (R-Iowa> 
the well-known eionomizer, who 
solicited and got sufficient sup- 
port to put across his demand for 
a roll call vote. 

On the roll cull, 136 Republi- 
cans and 8 6 Democrats opposed 
the bill while 149 Democrats and 
35 Republicans supported it. 

The 1,400 senators. House 
members, judges, cabinet mem- 
bers and other top officials who 
lost $10,000 pay hikes were not 
the only losers on the vote, 

THRIR PAT hike would have 
cost only a small part o< tbe 
total package. 

About 1.7 million civil ser* 
vants and postal workers would 
have received about $5 20,8 mil- 
lion in raises ranging from 3 
to 22 per cent under the bill.

THE BUlvliKTIN, "Microblo- 
tglcal Studies Reveal Significant 
afctors in Oil and Gas Pipeline 
ack-filled Ditches," was pre- 
ayed hy Dr. J. 0. Harris, profes- 
or of bacteriology, who has di- 
eted the investigations in the 
^sae Agriculture Experiment 
latlon. 

Harris has found that the 
ack-filled ditches provide an 
cellent climate for growth and 
evelopment of bacteria (this is 
nportant because corrosion oc- 
irs more readily in tlie prei- 
ice of bacteria.) 
THK llAfTERIA thrive for 
ars on the "food" provided 
t^ll wrappings which engl- 
eer^^tt on the pipelines. 
A favorable climate for the 
owth of bacteria requires 
ater, oxygen and food. 
WATER is no problem. After 
pipeline ditch is dug, the back- 
lled>^area never reaches the 
"iprinal state of compactness, 
ccept at the surface. In fact, 
le dlt^h acts as a trough In 
hich water collects. 

A number of "bell holes" dug 
t.e^tpOBe long burled pipelines 
J 20 states revealed water 
sanding in the bottom of the 
itchM.

THE BACTERIA prospered on

Aliout the only thin^ 
the bacteria didn't eat was coal 
tar. 

Bacteria were found In every 
"bell hole" and in some holes 
populations of bacteria exceeded 
100,000 to the gram of soli. 

Future studies are planaed by 
Harris to Investigate oi^MT mi- 
cro-organisms which may attack 
wrapping materials. For in- 
stance. It is known that fila- 
mentous fungi attack paraffin 
derivatives commonly found in

newsprint are kept on hand at 
all times. The weight ranges 
from 300 pounds for tour-page 
rolls to l.SOO pounds for II- 
p8g« rolls. 

"The newsprint is stored near 
the press because of the warm, 
moist air," At Bstes of the Uni- 
versity Press. "The pkper needs 

a lot of humidity to prevent dry- 
ing which causes static electric- 
ity. If it gets too dry, it's dif- 
ficult to run through the press." 

FOl'R PAGE rolls are 17 and 
one-half inches wide and the 
others correspondingly increase 
in width as a multiple of 17 and 
one-half. 

The huge, bulky amounts of 
paper are handled by an elec- 
tric fork lift. Operated by on«> 
man, the lift loads and unloads 
the paper, takes It to storage 
and then to the press itself. 

"SIXCR WK have the electric 
lift, very little newsprint is 
wasted," said Estes. "It was 
when we had to manhandle it 
that paper was damaged, causing 
a lot of' paper waste and wasted 
time."

Money collected since July 
1963 for parking permits totals 
|14,8S5 while revenue from mis- 
use fees totals |5,170, according 
to Chief Paul Nelson, head of the 
traffic and security department. 

The traffic office records show 
11,118 for parking permits since 
Jan. 1. 1964, and $2,466 for mis- 
use fees, both of which are in- 
cluded In the July totals. 

THE REVKXTK collected 
from the misuse fees and sticker 
sales Is nfed for •upkeep of the 
campus parking lots. Nelson 
said that the traffic office re- 
ceives no money from the state. 

Visitors may park In any park*' 
ing areas on the campus except 
reserved stales. Nelson said that 
many students do not register 
their ears wltk the tratne otftM 
and think thit tll«7 ptM •»* 
visitors. 

H E HAID, however, that 
whether or net tlM car belongs 
to a student may usually be de- 
termined by looking lnt6 the ear. 

The contents of the car provide 
discriminating evidence. 
There Is a message to visitors 

printed on the traffic tickets. 
It states that if a visitor receives 
a ticket he should come to the 
traffic office and clear the ticket. 
This is to t'lear confusion with 
the traffic office's records. 

THERE AliE nine men on the 
staff of the truffle office. Bach 
man is a Deputy Sheriff In Rttey 
County. 

Students receiving a moving 

violation, (given while the car 
is moving), may have it recorded 
on their transerlpts. Nelson said 
that notice'-of a moving violation 
is sent to the student's dean. 



Whether or not the vtirtatlon la 
recorded on the student'-a 
•nent record is left to the 
tlon of the dean.

Regents to its March meeting on 
the K-8Ute Mmpiw. 

THE ACTIOX, which Roes 
into effect April 15, was taken 
ai a iresiilt of a notion made 
hy W. Clarke Wescoe, chaaoeHOf 
of Kansas University, at the last 
meetinc of the Regents. 

Wescoe'a motion was triMcd 
until Monday to give members 
of the board time to stndy a 
medical report ob Bmoklng made 
by the KU medical center. 

Max Btckford. secretary of the 
board, said that the sale o< 
cigarettes on the KU campus 
had been prohibited since Janu- 
ary. 

BICKFORU said that the

Walter Smith, assistant direc- 
tor of the Union, said that no 
plans had been made to discon- 
tinue the sate of cigarettes as 
yet. He said the Ilicwts* aeltott 
was a surprise.

fee Increase Meets Trouble; 
RP Allotment Scrutinized

The Student Senate's recom- 
mendation to the Kansas Board 
Of Regents to increase student 
fees for athletics ran into 
trouble at the opening meeting 
of the Regents Sunday night. 

The Senate proposal called 
for a $') fee increase for five 
years to bolster the K-State foot- 
ball program. This .proposal, 
' according to one member of the 
board, was unacceptable and an 
alternate proposal was made by 
President James A. McCain. 
THE ALTKRNAyE proposal — 
^,Msentlally a compromise— called 
''^'for a 1 5 Increase In fees for 
three years with a stipulation 
that football season tickets for 
Students be reduced from |5 tc 
14 and the price of liasketball 
tickets be cut from $7.50 to $5. 

Officially, this proposal was 
tabled until the next Regents 
meeting, but it was intimated 
that a fee increase of any kind 
has virtually no chance of get- 
ting the board's approval. 

Representatives of the board 
indicated that the members felt 
the football problems ut K-^tate 
were serious and needed atten- 
tion. They stated that the Reg- 
ents did not favor a fee Increase 
beeauee sneh netlott might 
hamper the University's chances 
ot ohUining funds from the Kan- 
•as lefffslatai*. 

THE REGENTS apparently 
feel that if state fnnds were re- 
WMteil, fa tte fMsre. the legis- 
lature would say. In effect, that 
since student fees were Increased 
for athletics, the fees can be 
'^firAiMd to flnanee other ea- 
deavors. 

One regent said, "We feel 
that in the long run we are 
saving the atudents mo. ^y. It 
we raiae the fees now, tuitre la 
■o MUac wlm we could stop." 



It was mentioned that a fee in- 
crease at K-State might pre- 
cipitate a fee increase for all 
Kansas colleges if the legisla- 
ture adopted the attitude that 
every expense could be met with 
an increase in student fern. 

The Regents, evidently, are 
sure that the leglalature would 
be inclined to do so. 

McCAIN was advised that the 
Regents would probably accept 
a proposal to aid the football 
program If a solution could be 
found without ratoing the fees. 
This could conceivably be ac- 
complished by trimming activity 
fee apportionments and adding 
to the athletle department's 
portionmeot. 

McCain suggested in the meet- 
ing Sunday that student publi- 
cations — specifically K-SUte's 
yearbook, the Royal Purple- 
might b« an area that eotfld ab-

sorb a reduction in apportion- 
ments. Several regents have ap- 
parently indicated that a system 
like the one in operation at Kan- 
sas University where students 
buy a yearbook on an optional 
basis could be adopted at K- 
Btate. 

Student Publications Is now 
allotted ? 10.3 2 yearly from the 
Apportionment Board, about 
|$.40 of which goes to the 
Royal Purple. 

McCain said that he was ex- 
tremely reluctant to cut any 
atlotmenU now going to the 
Royal Purple or any other group. 

TWO MBMRBRM of the Board 
of Regents said at an Informal 
meeting yesterday that McCain 
opposed a move that would lew- 
en the students' voice in appor- 
tioning money out of their ac- 
tivity fe«s.

Not only iB the K-State library grossly inadequate for 
the purpose it is supposed to serve, but it is also a retard- 
ing factor in the grovtli and deTelopment of the Un|«#rsi- 
ties academic life. 

K-8TATE is experleoelas a mitd perl^ of transition. 
^.tudentH and faculty alike, are seeking to establish the 
University as a center of cultural and intellectual pursuit. 
The present condition of our library is a mockery to this 
pursuit and will remain so ^nttl poaittve Uk MiklMi to 

alleviate the problem. 

The only answer to this problem is an increase in dona- 
tiens of either money or books.

Dahlberg Discovers Truth in Nove

THERE'S generally little point to my reviewing 
new books, since they play so little part in life 
this ivory silo. But since the forthcoming vacation 
may find some of you in Kansas City with time to 
read, I nuist make an exception for Edward Dahl- 
berg's "Because I Was Flesh/' putilish^d just this 
week. 

This autobiography is of extraordinary interest 
for two reasons. First it offers an unusually rich 
and lively picture of the still frontier-like Kansas 
GIty of the early days of this century. The author's 
mother was a popular lady barber whose search 
for financial and domestic security involved her 
with many of tlie most colorful and eccentric char- 
' Alters Qf the gaudily shabby old city now almost 
•nticel^f^ .replaced by superhighways. These mem- 
bifB hel^ recover a past that respectability has 
almost diiM out. 

THEY PROVIDE, moreover, something of 
greater value than local color. Dahlberg, now in 
his sixties, began writing years ago as a "proletar- 
ian" novelist. His early fiction was based on the 
same Incidents tm this autobiography. It never 
attracted much attention, largely, I ^suspect, be- 
cause he was never really interested either in the 
plights of the proletariat or the creation of a Xlo- 
tional world. 

A few men, like Thomas Wolfe and Dylan 
Thomas, have the colossal ejg;o to discover Every- . 



man in themselves and the detachment to trans- 
mute their own experienoe into romantic myth; 
but most autobiographical fiction falls flat be- 
cause it is simply an evasion resorted to by those, 
paradoxically, too self-centered to expose their in- 
nermost being to the world and yet with too. little 
vision to forge representative man from their own 
flesh and feelings. 

NOTHDrS Is more dittlcult- than speaking can- 
didly and unreservedly about one's self; yet noth- 
ing is more necessary if men are to share any but 
the grossest physicial experiences. As one of our 
most exciting new poets has written: 

"Learn to be truly naked with me, 

And I can stop coveting your skin." 

TEABS of tribulation and inner turmoil have 
taught Edward Dahlberg to be "truly naked" with 
others. He has stripped himself of illusions: "This 
is an autobiography of my faults; were it an 
avowal of my virtues, 1 would have nothing to con- 
fess.** He has learned that the world is vastly more 
interesting when one ceases to regard one's self 
as its center: "If I have said little abOut myself, 
it has been too much. . . . What is more boring 
than the sensitive young man who desperately 
wants to have feelings?" 

IIAHLBEB6 has learned, as John Donne knew, 
that man is indeed not an island. He offers us 
not the sensational outpourihg of self-^plty that 
most superficial autobiographers do, but an image 
into which — if we dare — we can look deeply 
enough to discover ourselves.

The excitement began Satur- 
day when government officials 
got word that rail union leaders

Railroad management spokes- 
men made clear that they wontd 
impose new rules changM on all 
the lines if the union plcke^ oat 
two to strike.

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Search for ^Eldorado' Lost in Spain; 
Life Marked by State "of Indifference

vest, you can observe the ancient 

methods they Htill use to thrasli the 

Wheat; because of the lack of moderni- 
sation. 

Too begin to feel tliat a fight is go- 
in c: on, as it has for centuries, with 
ancient means and methods against 
hard conditions of climate and soil 
which are indifferent to clian^ and 
improvement. 

BOON you begin to realize that yon 
are in a so^ety whleli is founded on 
big social contrasts both in the coun- 
try and in the city. On the top Is a 
man who arose from a civil war to be- 
come the leader, or dictator, of a na- 
tion. But among the people you don't 
feel a tenstoii or depression as you 
might know it In a conaAry wltb a 
totalitarian system.

He can't work under con- 
centration." You get confused when 
i S^nlsh woman now is eonvineed 
that "all bad in the world comes from 
the women," because you see that the 
lioman is treated and honored In a 
way which seems to say that all good 
comes, and is expected, from woman.

perament of the Spanish woman, but 
then j'ou realize that behind her there-5|^ 
is an indifference toward change or 

for any realization of new goals. The 
Spanish man can think he la Intelli- 
gent, but he lives in the same tension 
of unrest and indifference. 

There was a time in Spain, when 
people were driven by the absolute be- 
lief that they could find something In 
another world which they couldn't 
find in their own. Eldorado, tor ex- 
ample, was one aspect in this belief. 

THFY \\T<mE in reality, searching 
for something different, something 
which they may have experienced In 
their actions but never to the ah- 
solute. They kept trying and trying 
until ftaally tVtiy became exhausted 
and quit. So they started waiting, 
restless, then- depressed, indifferent, 
then agitated, turbulent and theii 
restless again. 

From this barkground, maybe there 
Is E^mething in the Spanish life which, 
drives them toward each other, but ^ 
in a way that they always seem to rub^9^ 
away again; a restless coming and go- 
ing without a point in time where 
they can actually feel. This feeling is 
the absolute: it stands, and is im- 
moveable. The feeling the Spanish 
lack is something which rises against 
the big indifference, and whteh can 
sustain the rise;

Feudalism Precedes Spanish Revolt

8INCU the dibcavery and conquest 
of Amerles li;^ Spain, there lieve been 
rumoFB In other countriM of Etarope 
about Hpaoish cruelties snA ataeeiUes 
-diirtng the wan in tlie tadlee, and 
about Spanish fanatictam which de- 
stroyed some native cultures in Cen- 
tral and South America. Wlien one 
reads reports of Spanish nonqnieta 
dores and the methods they used to 
conquer Mexico or Peru, one may 
aspea with tka mmevs. 

Bartolome de las Casaci writes In 
his "History of the Indies, "that the 
Spaniard who undertook with Colum- 
bns, the voyage acriMw the Atlantic, 
was in reality adventurous, and 
nothing more. He was educated with 
the three prlnelplea; that It waa in 
the favor of Ood to klU aid to gaiter 
the "ttttblievera," that the most aoMe 
elaiM are the warrior and the vrteat, 
that labor Is degrading, that the land 
belongs to the nobility who conquers 



it and to the church whlfdi 
and shareB the possessions. 

FKOM these facts, it is visible that 
theae Matorteal eventa were eloaely 
related to conceptions of social st rue- 
tare and human relations which we 
todajr call. Feudalism. This aoelal or- 
gl^iwtlon was later the key point of 
arliinc aoelal and political movements 
which were to lead to revolutions and 
total Changes In the loeiai i^etnre 
within Europe. 

When we look more from this 
baekgronnd on the events in America, 
then we must realize that these sort 
of social relations led to similar op- 
vraatona and eraeUlea in other conn- 
tries of Europe before theae By3 terns 
were overthrown. In this aspect, it 
was not especially a Spanish prob- 
lem. 

AT THK BEGINNING of the 16th 
century, a book was published in 
Spain ooaeeming ^e trealanent of the 
Indians and was entitled "A Short 
Keport About the Destruction of the 
bidles." This book was Vrltten hy 
Las Casas, whom I have mentioned 
previously and who had partlolpated 
in the conquest. 

This book began to spread all over 
Bnrope deacribing the emeltiea of the 



Spanish In Amerlea. In £^ain tlM 

book Is regarded as the origin of the 
"Black Legend" and also the source 
of the rumors in Europe about Spain. 
Many writers In France during the 
period of Enlightenment, for -example, 
are full of synipa^ for tlie mla- 
treated Indians. 

BACK to tills book of Las Casas's. 
The cause for writing this report was 
to get the responsible people in Spain 
to undertake aomething ag&inst these 
actions. Baeaaae of this, it is pesaiUe 
that he showed things worse than 
they really were. He finally achieved 
the paashig of new laws 1^ the Span- 
ish king In favor of the Indiana. 

As a conclusion to these problems, 
I would say, that the Spanish, who 
were fighting a^lnat anoither view 
of life, attacked this view for the 
sake of a new view of life — their 
own. Aaid perliaps only by employing 
the weapon of brute force, used con- 
tinuously and ruthleBsly, they could 
reach this relative success they got by 
introducing their own way of life. 
But this fact, however, is not typically 
Spanish because we Bhail find it again 
and ai^tn In Oie fcdlowlBg j^rtods of 
Bnropean htotory.

The announcement stated fur- 
ther that over 190,000 had been 
sent to. the Las Vegas parties 
with the stipulation that it be 
used for wagers that K-State 
would win the 1|«4 Big IH^I^ 
football crown. 

oi'TGOINO Athletic Director 
H. B. (High Betting) Lee, now 
of Rio de Janeiro, could, nct^ be 
reached for ' comment. Other 
athk'tic department officials 
took the fifth, and their replies 
to qnestions were too slurred 
to be recognizable. 

In other action, DWI Weaver 
was relieved of football diities 
and named assistant coach of 
the University Bingo team. He 
Imediately announced the sign- 
ing of 143 outstanding freshman 
bingo players from Southern 
Kkod^tm.

THR CHANGE In fee schedule 
caVne as a result of a ruling hy 
the Kansas Attorney General 
which stated that the Board of 
Regents must rsQUlra alt non- 
reaident undergraduate students 
in state colleges and universities 
to pay the tnll non-resident fee 
whether theiy are U.S. eltliens 
or not. 



The fee change will increase 
from the prfsf^nt |182 to the 
full $287. Fees for graduate 
students and staff members will 
not he affected. 

DESPITE the increase, under- 
graduate non-resident tees at K- 
State compare favorably to those 
of state Institutions In other 
states and are considerably lower 
than a majority of priwte Insti- 
tutions. 

Only 164 undergraduates from 
the 462 foreign students cur- 
rently enrolled, will be affected 
by the Increase.

Alaskan Tremors in 13 Minutes 



II tt0^ 13 minutes for the 
earth tremors of the Alaskan 
quake to register on K-State's 
aelmiQgraph, a recording device 
to detect movementa within the 
earth, according to Gary Herren.

Salinger:

THE BIGOEST NEWH on tlie paperback book racks 
BO far this year Is that J. D. Salinger's "Franny and 
2oo«3r" has arrived at last. Opinions vary about the 
iuccess of Salfngpf'H translation in "Zooey" of Emerson's 
"Self -Reliance" into tbe language of Central Park West, 
Irat' as R. W. taid himself, "Baeh ag« must wrft* Its own 
books." But I will arRue with anyone that in an age 
that liaa aeen much fiction about American colleges, 
"Franiijr" to Ihe best atonr that hat been writtan ahoiit 
wltiit fa means to go to ooltoge at a time wh«i iBonaa- 
Ing h'ordea Insist on going without knowing why. 

Reviewing another novel recently In the Kansas City 
Stan, I Bol&ted dnt that most fiction In English depicts 
efforts toward individual self-improvement and that "in 
England tbe struggle is most often for aocial success; 
to the United States, for apiritnal salvation." What hna 
not been pointed out is that Salinger's "Franny" deplete 
the tS^ruggle between these two struggles. 

AMEiaCMir CXMiLBGliS have always reflected Eoro- 
pean sasumptloa. One goes to college in order to learn 
how to be a snocess at a profession. The aim of ad^ 
vanced education Is generally assumed to be that of 
pnivldlnc the individual with the teebnlcal tratning and 
social polish that will allow him to take his place among 
an elite. Individuals generally. assume that as people 
thej are quite loiod euough as they are; arlstoerats In 
the raw; education ttrvMi only to pnt a i^Ofor flnMi 
on a good piece of material. 

JTranny'a boy friend, Lane Coutell, hat been vastly 
misunderstood by those who fail to recognize a self- 
portrait. He la no villain; he is simply an outstanding 
Angterlcan undergraduate, enormously proud of bis abili- 
ties, hungry for recognition (as when he looks around 
a restaurant "with an almost palpable sense of well- 
being at finding himself ... in the right place with 
an unlmpttMhably right-looking glrr*). 

TO CONDEMN L.\NE out Ol and because of the sym- 
pathy Salinger Inspires for Franny is to condemn the 
very prinelplee upon which the American university and 
Indeed American urban society have been built and exist. 
K<ane is satisfied that he is superior; now he wants others 
to aehnowledge this superiority. He is made of the stuff

est and most materially powerful nation In the world. 

What Franny argues is what America's most important 
artists have continually argued — self-satisfaction and 
material aehlevement are not enough. Whitman hailed 
the nation's achievement la ''PaiMi<o to India*" but went 
on to say, "A worship new I sing . . . not tor trade 
or transportation only, But in Ood's name, and for thy 
sake O Soul." Franny yearns not for the trapptsge of 
external success, but for the ability to live with her- 
self without demanding that the world pay her homage. 

IS SHU A8KIK0 too mneh of college ? Quite possibly. 
Salinger has her brother Zooey suggest as much. I am 
not interested, however, in arguing the merits of Sal- 
inger's own solution. What I wish to point out is that 
"Franny" does pose the most serloua question that can 
be asked In a nation gone education-mand — What can 
education accomplish and what can't it? I suspect that 
many people drop out ot school — Indeed I know some 
of them (including Salinger himself) — not from any 
lack of ability, but because neither they nor the society 
that has produced them has candidly faced the prob- 
lem of what can really be expected frmn achoollng. If 
we fancy Lane Coutell as villain, it is because we make 
him the scapegoat of our own shortcomings. 

LANI! IS A sensitive, Intelligent, and extremely ac- 
complished young man. He is not to be confused — as I 
think he often is — with the kind of benighted, insensi- 
tive clod with slide rule, white sneakers, and chip on 
his shoulder toward anyone who evfn qnaatlona his nap 
tive prejudices and boorMtneM that elttttets np most 
of our campuses. 



Salinger dismisses this loathesome vermin in the few 
devastating lines devoted early in the story to Soren- 
Bon, for whose face and manner Lane has a "vague, 
categorical aversion" and who sneer Ingly says that Lane 
is "a fortunate man ' to understand Rllke. (How many 
people on this campus have eved heard of Rllke or 
tried to read him or anyone remotely like him?) Sal- 
inger knows this type thoroughly ("His voice carried a 
minimum of vitality, as though he had come over to 
speak to Lane out of boredom or roitlveiiess, not tor 
any sort of human discourse." Tbey are dead. If they 
are replaced by machines only one's nose will notice. 

But he Is not concerned with them. Re writes about 
the struggle between Lane and Franny, because in their 
different ways they are alive — they are real in a way 
that another slgnltleant eontemporair writer, James 
Purdy, says Chat people aren't any more. Both Lane 
and Franny are rare types even in our best schools; 
but their struggles have significance for a pitiful hand- 
ful even here In the citadel of flonr mUltng. 

IT IS \OT the lunclion of the artist to provide us 
with "answers." For these, write Dear Abby. "Franny" 
simply dramatic the opposing sides in the debate over 
the niMtnlng of success In the contnnpontry world. Sal- 
inger's vision is indispensable, however, in formulating 
one's own response to this debate. What the artist does 
do is to distlngulrii what ]» living from the nnbnrled 
dead. The living respond to significant art. I do not, 
without much further diseussion, know how to dassity 
those who have different views of "Franny" — lite is In- 
finitely varied; but I surely know how to ctassU^ those, 
who have not read it or even heard ot it. Dead Js dead!

"Fanny Hill" is dedicated to the 
shocking proposition that sex not 
only exists hut that It Is Quite en- 
joyable as well. This is, of oonrae a 
body blow to the theory that it is at 
best a necessary evil whfch should 
be relegated to eertatil Wtil defined 
times and places. Zn "Fanny Htll" 
sex emerges into the daylight to 
amuse and drtlght readers and to 
shock and pervert policemen, but 
then they are notoriously easy to 
pervert, 

"P.^NNT H1LL» is about the loss 

of innocence and tbe enjoyment of 
experience. The heroine comes to 
London In her virginal Innoeenoe 
and there, by sheer bad luck, finds 
herself in a brothel. In course of 
time, and by dint et- hard work on 
the part of the bawd who runs the 
establishment, her not-too-long pre- 
served virginity sueenmtM. The 
lady then ttnds («hoeked gasps fram 
the societies for the supression of 
everything) that she quite enjoys her 
new state, fflie pmieedai to pnima 
her pleasire wV^''0m'-wm»-- iat 
great variety. 

Fanny emerges, then, from her 
defloration ww a taste tor sexual 
escapades which never falls as the 
.same proliferate throughout the 
hook. The reader Is dassled with 
the sheer scope of Fanny's aetivitiee 
WUeh 



variations found in the sexual man- 
uals and a tew found, only on lavi^ 
tory walls. Bo modem to her In- 
sistence on license that it comes as 
a sudden shock when she harshly 
criticises two homosexuals whom 
she has surprised together. 

THE BOOK was written quite 
Openly by Cleland as a filip to the 
salacious tastes ot the ISth Century 
readers, and he dreaded himself 
successfully when haaled before a 
court on the grounds that he needed 
money the magistrates recognized 
thto as a reasonable if not complete- 
ly convincing argument and let him 
go. There then began a sarlsa of 
attempts to ban his book which still 
continues to this day. Good citixens, 
who wooM of course xevw buy the 
book themselves, still feel it their 
duty to ensure that nobody else 
aHonlA^ have the opportunity either. 
Censorship is always based on the 
faet that everybody else is to weak- 
willed not to buy a book which is so 
obvlonsty subversive or evil. And 
yet "Fanny Hill" triumphs. This is 
not because of any great literary 
aartt* although the nsnal Mholars 
have hastened (for only a very mod- 
erate fee one supposes) to defend 
it. as a pure flowering of ttth 
tury sensibility. No. "Fanny Hill" to 
Tietorlons because it is lively, inter- 
esting, vividly described pornog- 
raphy. It does todsed raise prurient 
th^ is lAat it m. 



intended to do, but then so does 
Chaucer, "Room at the Top," "Sat- 
^urday Night and Sunday Morning," 
and a host of others. What "Fanny 
Hill" does demonstrate, however, is 
an intjelligent and healthy attitude.^ 
towards sex. The perversions, which^^ 
certainly abound, are rejected in fa- 
vor of normal relations which are 
in faet eulogised. The book Is a 
peon of praise In tavor of normality. 

PRONOGBAPinr surely has a so- 
cial and literary role to play in any 
society. Even good old Mark t^aln 
who wrote that incjffensive little 
story about murder, lynching, fraud 
and raei hatred and called It "Buck 
Finn", also took time off to write 
some of the most revealing and 
vulgar pornography which he then 
sent to a clergyman fri«id 9t Msl 
Cleland. on the other hand had the 
courage to release his wares onto 
the market openly and under hto own 
name. If he got the profit. lament- 
ably only some $60. then he deserved - 
It. Today the publishers are reap- 
in g somewhat nwra eoatfderaUe 
benefit. 

Finally then, I must confess, and 
maybe as an Bngltokman regret, 
that I doubt if this story of the los^^

In 
the Dorsetshire area, where 
some of Bnbland's most beantl- 
ful farming country and best 
preserved 18th century manor 
honsee atUl exist, Tom grows up 
hunting, loving, poaching and 
avoiding his tutors. 

Here Tom falls in love with 
Sophie (Susannah York) the 
delicate, fair-skinned young lady 
who speaks French and to whom 
Tom brings a bird and whom 
he saves from a near nasty fall 
from a horse. Of course Tom 
and Sophie really should be al- 
lowed to lo»ve eaeb other, but 
because of her blustery, blas- 
phemous, farmer-squire father 
(Hugh Qrltflth) who uses his 
wig as a napkin and puts his 
feet on the table, and because of 
her meddlesome, misguided aunt 
(Dune Edith Evans) who trie* 
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to e apres a efty mannera In the 

barn yard, and because of the 
necessity to keep the plot com- 
lez, the two yonng lovera must 
part early in the film and be- 
come joined later only after lots 
of eaqperleaoer 

TO GAiy THIS experience be- 
fore be leaves for the city, Tom 
also courts, or rather playa, with 
a lower tyjM called Molly < Diane 
Cileoto). Molly Is unwashed but 
sedac^e and is very wBliag 
night or And tbeyvare, in 
spite of the «lbe of the- estate, 
caught. So this business with 
Molly added to all the aatrue 
and iMtd things that .-iPom's 
brother, Blifil, who is hyper- 
consciona of being legitimate, 
and Tom'a aanctimoalona tutors 
Thwackum and Square trump 
up and present to Squire Alls- 
worthy as proof of the rascal's 
naughty and incorribible char- 
acter, he, Tom Jonrn, Is a ban- 
ish -ed from the B^nire's house- 
hold. 

At thia moment Tom enters 
the world of beggers, soldiers, 
thieves, tavern, betrayed hus- 
baiida, and drawing rooma full 
of sophisticated ladies who all 
want Tom. In the Inn at Upton, 
Tom first takes up with one Mrs. 
Waters (Joyce Redman ) who, 
after a most expansive meal dur- 
ing which she makes eyes at 
Tom and reveals the strength of 
her passion by gnawing on a 
large lamb bone and sensuously 
sucking an oyster from off the 
hatf-shrtl, and by allowing the 
remains of a delicious pear, 
which she eats with a ripping 
gesture, to frame her red poised 
lips, runs with Tom to bed. They 
are caught in this bedroom 
though which every character in 
the film marchea. (Sophie* who 




has left home in search of Tom 
is downstairs, but she finds out 
all and Is very angry.) 

AH YET, TOM hAs not ar- 
rived in London, but when be 
does, he is immediately taken 
up by Lady Balliston (Joan 
Greenwood) who lies In a very 
large bed sipping chocolate and 
occasionally utters "entre" in 
the lowest possible voice, to 
gentlemen callers. She of course 
binds Tom in a contract of love 
whieh la not for keeps but for 
fun (because that's the way it 
is played in the city) and which 
Tom can break only by propoa- 
ing marriage. 



The eonsequeneea of -this pro- 
poaal and of all other Involve- 
ments in London, the final one 
being a ^uel, send Tom to debt- 
ors prison and finally to the gal- 
lows. But since a hero cannot 
die, he doesn't. Instead he is 
rMcued in a most spectacular 
manner and carried to his ho- 
loved Sophie who inn't anj^ry 
anymore and wbo rt^aliy wants 
to marry him. The film ends 
happily here. (You are probably 
curious about how and when 
everybody else is reconciled to 
Tom, but If you are not you 
should be.) 

IN ALL, toe film is a superb 



and happy translation of the 
novel into visual terms. The 
brilliant hunt scene which re- 
veals the English countrywide, 
bounds, hornes, deer and people 
becomes 11 Htutement of human 
savagery at which even Sophie's 
horse balks. The serlpt. by John 
Osborne (Tony Richardson is 
tbe director) preserves all the 
robust and attractive youth of 
Tom JonfH f\<* well as Fielding's 
warm tolerance toward Tom. 
That tolerance that dow not pasa 
hasty judgment on a young man 
growing ^up and finding out 
what he and the world art all 
about.

Transportation Endangers Great Works of Art

This is the time of exchange. Exchange of many 
things whieh men prodaee, like whe«t and fruit, books, 
•enlptnre uid paintinga. By sea and by air. many thln^ 




may be traaqwrted from place to ^aee these days. 

Even by ox-cart, a letter may be transported. Indeed, 
If one refers to the mark which tells the date of de- 
parture from the postoffice in Warm Springs and re- 
lates it to the moment of the breaking of the Mai in 
Outer Mongolia, tt may be with awe <»m reada the em- 
tents of the letter. 

UXI>EB elaborate surveillance, Leonardo da Vinci's 
"Mona Lisa" was warmly received in Washington when 
she arrived recently, guarded as she was by a carefully 
selected corps of guards whose lives depended upon 
her unblemished departure to return to her proper place 
m the Louvre. Very soon a piece of wmlpttiro, Miehd- 
angelo's "Pleta." will be encased in wood, wire and in- 
surance to be consigned to a receiver in New York City 
where it will be encased In a plastic bubble, guaranteed 
impenetrable, within a pavillion designed to house the 
product produced at the turn of the flfteentb-ii|-to six- 
teenth century and designed for the "fever ehapel" In 
the "old" baallica of St. Peter's la Rome. A tine figure 
of a wbman Is even now well prepared for shipment 
from Paris to Tokyo. Assuredly it is the intent of tbe 
"Venus" from Melos that ahe aet deeorously, properly, 
and effectually as mute ambassador of good will between 
East and West, semi-draped as she is. Standing fuU six 
feet and eight Inches in height, an unidentified Oreek 
sculptor chiselled from a block of marble an amazon 
who would now be In appropriate company aa secondary 
guard on a teeketball squad. 

Of equal grandloelty In scale are sevenri of the ob- 
jects of art in the exhibition of American pop art 
which is being circulated from one metropolitan area 
to another in Europe. Llchtensteln's monumental eomte 
strip characters with a wry-twist, great plastic-coated 
real worn but artificially stuffed dinner jackets on real 
wire hangera, paintings of gargantuan Campbell's To- 
mato Soup eans either opened or unopened but with 
label in pristine perfection and ingenious toys have be- 
come well known in Paris, Rome, Londou, Dusseldorf, 
Turin and Stoekholra. A SeandinavlMi critic spoke of 
the receptton In Stockholm: "American pop an is inter- 
esting as phenomenon and symptom, but mainly in a 
negative way. It tries to make us baUtVt It dMls With 
life and reality." 

.4](rEBI0.4N pop art does indeed deal with the ma- 
terial of life and reality. Each object portrayed Is de- 
rived from the experience of hunger common to all 
Americans, the experience of fun and frivolity common 
to all children. In short, images endowed with such 
aniversality arose a feeling of kinship and sense of 
MMUd latimaey. U ia IfcaMti tte «oii»]«l «< «kt 



commonplace ohjeot that each viewpr is made aware of 
his humanity within a world which tends toward eleva- 
tion of tbe mechanistic and*^monumentalisatlon of the 
inhuman. Contemplation of a mass of automobile fend- 
ers flattened by a great power press and sprayed with 
vivid colors which include the complete range of colors 
avaiUiMe In a well stocked commercial paint store en- 
courages reflection upon the even broader range of 
qualities which may describe the mystery and marvel 
of human lite itself. 

It Is clearly understood that the exchange of objects 
of art in which there is imbedded a hiyh degree of lofty 
sentiment is highly desirable. It may be that, thus* 
dtlsena of many nations may ultimately shibre the noth- 
lest expressions of human thought and activity. Through 
such exchange may be achieved a sense of universal 
brotherhood in the world. 

THKRK IH, however, one factor which musi not hO 
overlooked in the exchange of works of art of great dis- 
tinction and rarity. That factor is the risk of Irretrir 
evable loss. 

The voyages of the great masterpieces by Leonardo 
and Michelangelo, tbe anonymous tireek who fashioned 
the "Venus" and nameable contemporary Americans 
must, of course, be made if pPopl*» in New York City, 
WashiQgton, Tokyo or Stockholm are. to know tbem as 
visitors to tbe Louvre, tbe basilica of St. Peter's In Rome 
or chance visitors to American .artists' studios do. How- 
ever, to risk the hazards of travel to an irreplaceable 
work of art to satisfy the jaded curioeity of a tourist or 
to nir a commercial tUl is not only to debase art but 
to enconn«e gross mlsnaderstaadiag of the purpose ol 
art. 

IT MmHT be far more salutory for the eitlsen who 
tours to realize that be might tour with a purpose. Ho 
could himself become the most positive actor in tho 
process of exchanging Ideas. He could himself asanhie 
responsibility as an actor in human affairs, a responsi- 
bility which he is so eager to assign to mute ambwHW^ 
dors dispatched to do tbe Job for him. 
' Too much is demanded of "Mona Lisa" and tho 
"Venus" found on the island of Melos In 18 20. Too 
mocb is demanded of Michelaveelo's woman who shows 
no atgn of svffering or grief over the death of her son. 
It is far too' mneh timt they he asked to travel and 
risk extinction. 

■•^ACH of them demands a great deal, albeit muttiy. 
Let the tourist with a purpose go to them. If they 
survive, make him pay the price of admission: a life- 
time ol minor commitments as a human being to other 
.hnman beiags. Let him seek them out, wMever they 
he. Wtthont a - > -
